Sanitation
One or the danger spots in relation to the

sanitary condUlon-o- r a city are the alley
nnd courts. Of the alleys those are roost to
be rcnrcil that hare no outlet at one end.
and therefore fall to pet the proper ventila-
tion. Hut nl the bent there Is so much of ac-

cumulated debris of every sort in them all
that they otter more than ordinary oppor-

tunity for originating as Trill as spreading
disease. The sweeping
they get makes maltcrs very Utile better.
It Is the csiwrience of probably every

large city Hint Its alleys are the lurking
places, not only of.dlscase, but of vice
nnd criminals. These conditions arc not
as aggravated In Washington as elsewhere,
yet they prevail here toan extent thalniakcs
the application or a remedy necessary.
Chief allium; the sources of disease in the
alleys are the dilapidated houses used for
dwellings. The majority of these are in
ait unsanitary condition, lacking even the
necessary features contributing to ordinary
cleanliness. They are damp and poorly
ventilated, nnd when two or three families
arc crowded Into one of these shanties,
as Is often the case, all the conditions neces

Look After
The recent fire In Baltimore, whereby

seven human beings lost their lives, con-

stitutes a warning, not only to the people
of that city, but of Washington, regarding
the aire that ought to be exercised in the
location and managementof furnaces. This
lias reference, of course, not only to private
dwellings, hut to all other buildings as well
that arc heated by hot air. The cause of
the Baltimore conflagration was Improper
nnd careless location of the hot air pipes.
They ran inside of lath und plaster parti-
tions, and even the flues that contained
them were iwrtly cimiKcd of frame work.
The defect In one of the pipes
thus surrounded by timbers, superheats
the latter, then chars them, and eventually
sets them ablaze.

The bill which confers on the Health Offi-

cer and Commissioners additional authority
respecting the sanitation of the alleys, can-

not be enacted into law any top soon. It
enables the Commissioners, upon the recom
mendation of the health officer, .to con-

demn, alley houses which be may deem
unfit for habitation, and makes the health
officer the Judge as to the character and
sufficiency ot any repairs the owners of
such houses may want to make. It also
empowers the Commissioners to acquire by
purchase or condemnation any property
that may be needed to open up an alleyat its
closed end .

In what may be called the regeneration
or the alleys of the city the health officer,
of course, will tie the chief factor. Upon
his vigilance, circumspection and good Judg-

ment will depend the demonstration of tho
wlrdom of such legislation as Is embraced
in the bill referred to. He can do ranch
to eliminate the dwelling houses from the
alleys, and thus not only improve them
from a sanitary, but also a moral, point
of view.

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ALLEYS Of IUIII6T0R

Protests Against a Bill Affecting

These City Byways.

AUTHOB OF IT NOT KNOWN

Civic Center DeclnrcHlt Hud Xo thins
to Do TYltU It Citlze-ii- Complain
Thut Theilr illgbtx IVould 1! In-
vaded Minor District Muttcrx und
Dully Appointments).

The hearing given this morning on House
bill 1987 was weU attended by owners and
otheni interested, who called to enter a
protest agamBtthcenadnieulofthcmcasure.

The objections, were stated at great
length, and were principally upon the
grounds that the greater part of the invest-
ment in ullcy lots and improvements had
been authorized by the District, anil to now
proceed to destroy that property would be
an arbitrary act of great Injustice.

Tbe bill and various suggested amend-
ments were read. Among these last were
several proposed by Assistant Engineer
Commissioner Fiebegcr, changing section 1,
as outlined In The Morning Times ot tcday,
so as to authorizethe Commissioners, with
out suggestion from the health officer, to
acquire tbo land necessary for attey ex-
tension.

It provides that when, In the judgment of
the Commissioners, it becomes nccessaryto
public health or safety, and upon the peti-
tion ot more than one-ha- lf otthe real estate
owners, they shall. In the name of the Dis-

trict, secure by purchase or condemnation
the necessary lands to have alleys run from
street to street.

THE ACTUAL EFFECT.
It is Capt. Flebeger's opinion that,

while tho apparent effect of section 3 of
the bill Is to decrease the number or alleys.
Its actual effect, assuming that the appro
priations are to be continued from year lo
year, will ! to Increase the number.

Construction ot alley bouses, he adds,
was practically prohibited In 1893, when
it was made unlawful to erect or place a
dwelling on nn alley or less than 30 rcct
In width and not supplied with sewerage,
water mains, and light, and also prohibited
the placing or a house on an alley which
does not run straight through the square.

The proposed bill, he says, in providing
for the opening of straight alleys from
street to street, removes the restriction,
and It is a question, he suggests, whether
or not it Is good policy to spend public
funds for the purpose of increasing alley
houses.

Capt.FIcbeger recommends that the Com-
missioners be authorized by the bill to cloe
any alley, or any part of an alley, rendered
useless or undesirable by the terms of this
act, nnil sell the same for cash, provided
the place shall not tie less per foot than
the assessed valuation of adjacent lots per
toot.

The principal spokesmen Tor the opo-nen- ts

or the bill were Mr. J. W. Pilling,
Gen. F. J. Uppltt, and Mr. A. P. Morse,
all of whom pursued the same fine of ar-
gument.

Mr. Pilling stated that section 3 of the
proposed enactment would practically

the alley properly. Bo did not be-

lieve the Commissioners should be author-
ized to do an thing or that kind, ns It would
be a very great Injustice, especially as in
his Judgment adequate compensation Is not
provided for.

Gen. Llppitt added to what had been said
wtlh the further statement that the im-
provements In allejs would nggregalc an
Immense amount.

LITTLE FAULT FOUND.
Mr. Morse's objections were In large

part identical with lhat prepared by others
and Indorsed by all. With the first two
and fourth sections there was but little
fault found, but emphatic protest was

against the third section.
The protesters say t hey have no objection

to the straightening of alleys. They would
go even farther and agree to widen them.
But the provision to authorize the Commis
sioners to refuse (icrmils to make reiuiirs
was mo- -t unjust.

Commissioner Powellhere interposed, and
said there Is compensation provided for,
which, to a degree, met some ot the objec-
tions.

MODERN CONDITIONS.

"It has been fountf." said the objectors,
"that the new conditions of modern life do
not require large building lots, and the re-

sult is that property Is subdivided into
narrower, but sufficiently wide, streets,
wherecltlzcnsmay llveatless cost.

"Alley lots arc laid oat in many instances
In the center of squares. In ton.e cases
provided with their own rear alleys that
have been dedicated to and accepted by
the District. These cannot lawfully be
reanncxed. The improvements made upon
them arc of a substantial character.

Addresses were also made by Rev. Dr.
S.M. Newman. s and Miss Kate
Hosmer, the latter being particularly ap-
plicable.

Miss Hosmer said that experience In every
large city, here anil abroad, shows the ne-
cessity for such habitations and she advo-
cated their retention, adding tliat instead
ot driving the occupants out, provision
should be made for a better class or houses
for tliem.
